Rules for the Maintenance and Destruction of the Registers of Subordinate Civil Courte. == 


1, In su ion of al] previous orders on the subject, the Court is pleased to pre- 
scribe the Registers, of which lists and forms are appended, to be kept in the Courts subor- 
dinate to it. 

2. The Registers are shown under three classes— 

A—Primary Registers. 
B—Subsidiary Registers. 
C—Accounts Registers, 

The Primary Registers are those which have to do directly with cases filed io Court 
and which form a guasi-record of the progress and disposal of such cases. The Subsidiary 
Registers are those which have to be maiutained for administrative pprposes or for the 
purpose of preparing statistical returns, The Accounts Kegisters are those which have 
to do with the receipt and payment of money. 4 

3. The classes of Courts in which the different Registers are to be kept un, andthe 
periods for which they are to be preserved, are shown inthe accompanying lists. The periods 
stated therein are to’be reckoned from the date of the last entry in the Register, and the 
Court is pleased to direct, under Section 2 of Act Til’ of "1879, that, at the expiration of 
those periods, the Registers shall be destroyed. It is not necessary to open new Registers 
in every instance each year. 

4. Wherever it is possible, the Primary Registers and the Accounts Registers should 
be kept in English. 

5. While the Court does not positively forbid the maintenance of other Subsidiary 
Registers in the various Courts subordinite to it, the eccompanying lists specify all the » | 
Registers which, it is believed, are absolutely necessary either for judicial or admiuistrative’ 
purposes,
